, Viceroy Alexieff’s Report. | 


St. Petersburg, February 25.—A telegram from Viceroy Alexie.. v| 
the Czar says, “At a quarter before three in the morning of February 
24, Japanese Torpedo boats attempted to attack the battleship Revizan 
and sink some large stea:ners loaded with inflamables. The Retvizan 
was first to observe the torpedo boats and opened a strong fire on 
them. She wis supported by the land batteries. She destroyed two 
steamers near the entrance of the harbor. They were coming directly 
towards her. One of them went oz tie rocks near the lighthouse on 
Tigar Peninsula and the other sank under Golden Hill. Retvizen 
observed four ’steamers in a sinking condition and eight torpedo boats 
departing slov'ly to join the waiting Japanese war ships. A portion 
of the crews of the Japs vessels were drowned. The grounded steamer 
ig still burning. The enemy is observed in the offing of Port’ Arthur 
in two lines. The Japs crews saved themselves in boats and it is 
possible that some cf them were picked up by the enemy’s torpedo 
The entrance of the 
harbor is opened. I attribute the complete defeat of the enemy's plan 
to the brilliant action and destructive fire of the Retvizan, Floating 
mines are still visible in. the roadstead. I bave recalled the three 
cruisers sent in pursuit of the enemy in order in the first place to 
clear the roads of floating mines. We have no losses.”
